tour of tropical seas, Mr. T. J. Kilkenny, yachts- 
man and fisherman, is now staying at the Glou- 
cester Hotel. Two years ago Mr. Kilkenny and 
a few friends: went on a treasure hunt in the 
Carribbean Sea, ran into a hurricane, and for 15 
days, drifted helplessly until their steering gear 
could be fixed and they hobbled into St. Thomas, 
there to be picked up eventually by a U.S. Coast 
-Guard Cutter. a 


Among the 10 who will go on the projected expedition are 
some who were with him two years ago on the ill-fated treasure 
hunt.
